Among the anti-anarchy bills recently introduced in Con 


.UTCSS is one providing the death penalty for persons who use 
infernal machines for the destruction of life and properly, and 
it' lias the hearty endorsement of some newspapers of char- 
acter and standing. One prominent New England paper in 
expressing its approval says: "The mere failure to kill with a 
bomb should not exempt an anarchist from Hie extreme pen- 
alty, as the cold-blooded, brutal, premeditated intent to mur- 


der" 
is present in all bomb outrages and the bomber 'deserves 


no credit for the circumstance, be il accidcni or otherwise, thai 
prevents the fulfillment of his murderous design." 


There are many who will agree with this view of the case, 


and yet it may .be questioned whe'lher it would not be better 
first to see that tlic death penalty is inflicted upon those who 


' have committed murder and been convicted of it. To execute 


for attempts at murder while sparing I hose- convicted of the 
crime would be loo much like putting the carl before the 
horse, deserving of death as are'those who would destroy life 
alid property by Hie use of bombs sent through Hie mails or 
plained under buildings. 


The newspaper mentioned believes'there has been loo much 


lenity in dealing with anarchists and bomb plotters in Ihc past 
and that il is time for a change of program. There can be no 
doubt that Ibis is so, but the new program, if one there is lo be, 
should be based on reason and jusiice, which under a govern- 
ment of laws demand that an accused person shall have a fail- 
trial before being subjected lo (lie penalty for the crime with 
whicii he is charged. Of course bombers would be tried under 
(he la.v proposed, but lo execute men for attempted murder, 
while sending to. prison—for pardon lalcr—others who had 
been fairly convicted would be a procedure which it is safe lo 
say'public sen'fimeni would not endorse, stirred as il is by the 
altogether loo frequent attempts al wholesale murder by Ihc 
use of bombs. 


Public indignation in (his country runs high immediately 


following the commission of murder or other shocking crime, 
but it cools down almost as quickly as il is kindled. The same 
people who shoul for legal execution, or even lynching, when 
they first learn the details of a minder case, soflen down rap- 
idly with the passage of lime, and when Ihc trial comes are 
often led by "sob" journals to join in Hie cry, "They haven't 
got the right man." 


What is needed is a litlle more rigor on Ihc part of courts, 


jurors and the public generally; a disposition lo face ugly facts I 
as they are and to insist that the laws be executed fairly, bul| 
fitmly. The American people have been growing away from | 
this altitude for some years, •Whe'lher or nol as a direct rc- 
•sult, it is a fact that there are more' murders here in propor- 
tion to population than in any other civilized country in ihe 
world, and the record is no't one lo be proud of.
